How different trom even the sturdy method 
ot an English writer. A thinking Enghsh- 
man always trudges forward with his sub- 
ject; but the Boston intellect gyrates 
about it, about it, and about it, 
and leaved it im the same place it 
found it. The admirable Hotmes does 
not escape the trick of his locality. 
He is an intellectual spmning Dervish, and 
revolves about his own hub. And he may 
be said to be the last button-hole talker 
who tickles the hearing ear with the cut- 
straw of science and metaphysics. He 
presents several questions, deeply inter- 
esting to a thinking being, which serve as 
an incitement to a mind pleased with 
analogies and accustomed to intellectual 
gyrations, and indifferent to intellectual 
progression. Each fact that he states is 
more or less significant, some are even 
strange, but in Mr. Holuns they have 
found employment for a good phrase- 
maker rather than a thinker, At the best, 
they are cleverly clinched by the wit of 
the wittiest ot American essayists. Inci- 
dentally the purpose of the essay is to 
describe the brain, its nourishment and 
function; to suggest that each man’s brain 
holds the material record of each man’s 
experience; that the pulpy mass of matter 
in each skull is at birth as thoughtless 
as the pulp ot a paper-mill; 

the evolutioa of life lodges all that consti- 
tutes its mental possessions in the lobes of 
the brain, and all is gradually effaced, or 
suddenly expunged ,by the dissolution ot the 
substance, by the merest chemical changes, 
to which we are all inevitably destined. 
But, being met by the question —not an- 
swered, and which it is not attempted to 
answer, by materialiste—what is it that 
reads, that decides, that acts upon the 
brain’s elaboration of experience into 
thought, and, unable to answer, vet unwill- 
ing to affirm or deny, Mr. Horuns 
leaves us halting between the naturalists 
and the supernaturalists, between the ma- 
terialists and the spiritualists. He is not 
ouly out ot his own depth in such ques- 
tions, but he has lured his reader in the 
same place. Bat Horus is provided 
with his own private intellectual life—pre- 
servers, and easily gets in shallower waters, 
with the most convenient stepping-stones of 
fact tor his own feet, while his trusting 
reader sinks in the profound depths ot 
epeculation. It is fine sport for Mr. 
Horus The breeze, the spray, the 
sound of the great sea of universal life, 
the curious traces of a transferred or ex- 
tinct existence in an old sheli—all this 
makes him lively asa dolphin. But he 
has raised the gravest questions, questions 
which excite thoughts beyond the reaches 
of our souls, without adding to or taking 
from the arguments and facts of either 
materialist or spiritualist. His essay be- 
gins with facts which serve very well for 
a materialistic conclusion; soon, however, 
be is in full spiritualism, writing like an 
Emersonian oracle. He is eloquent with 
certain ancient snd pure assumptions 
which are common to all spiritualists, to 
all believers—‘“a creating and informing 
spirit is with us and not of us.” 

Facts on the one side and affirmations 
on the other make a very pretty exhibi- 
tion for a man to play with in his little 
scales of sense; he tips one side; he 
loads the other; they go up and 
down, while we watch the application of 
the homeopathic system applied to philos- 
ophy. Are these little pilis to eliminate 
the heavy doctrines of theologians?, And 
is this the result of the latest consultation 
ot the doctors? They do much to Keep the 
colored lights ot the medicine-shop in full 
glow, in the thoroughfares of thought, and 
enhance the popularity of our best literary 
pill-makers, but “they butter no pars 
nips.” 

If we forego the wish natural to a person 
who is asked to consider such solemn and 
profound questions as mind and matter, 
we can accept Mr. HoLmeEs’ essay as a 
spirited talk about various subjects more 
or less copnected with the two funda- 
mental questions which are involved in his 
essay on “Mechanism in Thought and 
Morals,” and we can thank Mr. Hotmxs 
for the very sensible and conclusive refu- 
tation of the theological doctrine of 
transmitted moral responsibility which 
links us, as victims, to the sin of Apa. 
Mr. Horus is here admirable and pun- 
gent; but he is pungent at all times. Later

“Neither a borrower nor a lender 
For loan oft loses self and friend, 
And borrowing dulis the edge of husband- 
ry. 


This was the advice Polonius gave Laert- 
es on the eve of hig first start in life. Ex- 
cellent advice; but 4 * as 80 
ciety is constituted. hy, bless the dear 
old man, what was he thinking about? 
Borrowing is as old as lying; they are, in 
fact, correlatives. Ifa man is neither to 
be a borrower nor a lender, what is he to 
be, we should like to know? Society is 
divided into two great classes—borrowers 
and lenders! It is in beautiful natural 
harmony. Every needy soul finds a kind - 
ly and genial soul possessing that surplus 
which shall minister to the n one’s 
wants. The rich man is only Nature's 
treasurer; he but holdsin trast that sur- 
plus, riches call it what you will—with 
which he canrelieve his poorer brethren. 
It is like positive and negative electricit 
—plus and minus; when there is too muc 
plus, then there comes a social thander- 
storm, as exhibited in periodical commer- 
cialcrashes. This might have been avoided 
if the poorer brethren—the borrowers— 
had been permitted to draw off the sur- 
plus electricity—riches—in “ — 
that is, in loan— there would have been no 
shock. As M. Proudhon remarked, “It 
was never intended that one man should 
hold the property of thousands, unless as 
a trustee to advance it as required.” A 
rightly-censtituted man can never feel 
more happy than when honoring one of 
these sentimental checks. The pleasant- 
est part of the transaction consists in the 
little fiction abeat repayment. Nobody 
is deceived. The lender never expects to 
be repaid, and the borrower never intends 
that he should be! But it enables both 
parties to retain their. self-respect. 

Perhaps the oldest authentic case of 
borrowing was the case of the Israelites, 
who borrowed from the Egyptians—and 
never repaid them. Julius Caesar was a 
great proficient in the art; his debts con- 
siderably exceeded five million dollars. 
The Plantagenets, Tudors, and Stuarts, 
were terrible borrowers. King John extract- 
ed loans fromthe Jews by the ingenious 
process of extracting their teeth! One

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


—The following’ plan may be tried in 
repairing the damage received by fruit 
and other trees in our vicinity during the 
winter. Let the broken limb be put into 
its place, and the torn and bruised bark be 
covered with clay and bound up, as in 
grafting. Several fruit-growers have 
3 the plan with excellent results 
in former years. 


—The * of St. John, New- 
foundland, year exported nearly 350 
tuns of cod-liver oil, the value of which 

is set down at $100,000. Since the intro- 

duction of the oil into medicine by Dr. 

Percival its use has steadily increased. 

The oil is dissolved by gentle heat, in a 
tin vessel ed in boiling water, and {fil- 
tered twice. The last filtration is through 
a woolen cloth, and takes from the oil 
nearly all its oder and lor, leaving in it

—The necessity for 8 fuel 
appears to be forcing itself upon the at- 
tention of engineers. The results already 
obtained are remarkable. Mr. Siemens 
proposed, a few years since, to convert all 
the coal into gas and vapor—to combine 
this mixture with equivalents ef atmo- 
* air in the combustion chamber. 
The heat obtained by this was enormous, 
and, as the arrangement included a regen- 
erative system, but little of this heat was 
wasted. A large number of those gas- 
furnaces are now in active operation in 
Great Britain for melting steel, puddling 
iron, for glass-making, &c., and the saving 
of fuel is variously stated to be from 20 to 
nearly 50 per cent. Millions of tons of 
small coal are wasted annually in and at 
our collleries. Another English manufac- 
turer has succeeded in obtaining excellent 
results, using only, in two furnaces at his 
iron-works, the powdered coal formerly 
discarded. This pewtered coal is blown 
into the furnace, with exactly the quantity 
| of air which is required to effect the coni- 
| plete combustion of the coal. The effect 
is surprising—a mass of flame of the 
highest temperature fills the furnace, and 
does its work, and no smoke whatever is 
| seen to issue fromthe chimney. Thus the 
| utilization of all the small coal is prom- 
ised, great economy is expected, and the 
absence of smoke is secured. 


| A Prussian chemist proposes the 
employment of jodine as an improvement 
in the present expensive method of manu- 
facturing hydrate of chloral. . To every 
half pound of alcohol he adds half a grain 
of iodine. The alcohol, which is colored 
brown by the iodine, soon becomes clear 
on passing chlorine gas through the mix- 
ture, and the hydrochloric acid produced 
by the decomposition of the alcohol is 
passed through water for its absorption;

A Railway Festivaiin Turkey. 

The only incident of interest here for 
some time, writes from Constantinople a 
correspondent of the London Times, has 
been the opening of the first section of the 
Roumelian Railway. Although the dis- 
tance is very short—only ten and a half 
miles—yet as this is the first railway 
yet opened from the capital,and as itis 
the commencement of a work which must 
eventually have a vast influence on the 
position and progress of the empire, the 
affair attrac no slight attention. 

The Grand Vizier and the other mem 
bers of the Divan mustered in force, and 
the special train of eight carriages con- 
veyed from the Yedi-Koule station, just 
outside the celebrated wall of the city, a 
party of two hundred and fifty guests who 
accompanied the ministers on the occasion. 
Previovs to the departure of the traia, 
about noon, the consecration of the rail- 
way was gone through by a hodja (priest) 
who recited a prayer for the prosperity of 
the line. The sacrifice of a am: whiet 
took place on the opening of the other 
Turkish lines, was dispensed with on this 
occasion. Steaming slowly through the 
very bleak and poor looking ceuntry which 
lies immediately adjacent to the city, and 
skirting the shores of the Sea of Marmo- 
ra the train passed the stations of Mak- 
rikien, close to the extensive government 
fohndry, and afterwards San Stephan 
where the cg were powder works are sit- 
uated.
